FOREIGN MISssIONS—It is with joyful note and thanks 
giving unto God, that so great power and blessings have 
crowned the efforts of our workers on the foreign fields 
during this year, Our missionaries report great suc- 
cess in their fields. Thereport shows that there are 
880 churches, with 5,252 Baptisms, also 635 natitive 
students in our schools. More Baptisms in all the fields 
this last year than ever in the history of our work. Ev- 
en in the hot bed of fighting of. Mexico there is one 
church that reported 1,831 Baptisms, in China and other 
fizlds the same is true, all thisis an index to what is to 
be done under God’s guidance. Our Convention last 
year gave to this great cause the sum of $587,458.97. we 
had hoped to raise $646,500, but many things prevented 
this from being done. The debt that now hangs over 
our work is $68,000 we hope to raise this in this year’s 
work, we can if every church will only do their part for 
the glory of God. - Great have been the accheivements 
of the year, yet the dificulties have been more than in 
the history of the great work. 

An Organized Campaign---Shal! we have another 
church to church campaign this spring? your committee 
thinks these campaigns are productive of much good in 
many ways. The aim of this campaign is to reach every 
member of the kingdom of God. 

Missionary literature---One of the greatest factors 
_ in this work is to get them to read our literature, ’’the 
Foreign Mission Journal” and thousands of tracts. The 
tracts are free if you will only write Dr. R.J. Willing- 
ham, of Richmond, Va. It is a real joy to note that last 
year there went out 15 new missionaries to different 
parts of the world to tell of Jesus and his love to save. 
we are so glad that we can have a part in this great 
work. what of the future? 

If these new missionaries are to get support. and we 
are to do our part by the others, we must give more to 
God this year than ever in the history of our Board, or 
work, 

Some suggestions---we pastors hold the key to the sit 
uation, and if our churches give or don’t.give we are to 
lendin it. God grant that not one church in this body 
will fail to give in this great cause. 

How are we to do it?---1st, Get the church thorough- 
ly aroused to the importance of every member giving to 
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this cause. this is done by preaching on this subject 
and giving outtracts, 2nd, Have a rapid and thorough 
going canvass of the church membership and ask every 
one to give more than any year of his life. 3rd. Have 
a strong missionary committee who will follow up sub 
scriptions and see that all delinquents are paid as soon 
As possible. 4th. See that the money is sent off with- 
outdelay. 65th. work much at this and pray more--give 
as we pray, if we were to do this we would give more 
this next year than we have ever done. We can if we 
will, so let us will to do it for the glory of our Master 
who gave himself for us. May God give every church 
in this body His Spirit to lead us to do His full will.

STATE Missions—When we speak of State Mission 


we touch the foundation of all mission of the world. No 
building is considered a substantial one whose founda- 


tion is imperfect. As we promote the cause of state 
missions, improving each year, we enlarge on the other 
missions because we have something on which to de- 
pend. It is not wise tooverlook and neglect our own 
State to give the more attention and support-to the re- 
mote parts of the field (which is the World) for if we 
do we cripple the work both at home and abroad; but 
when we strengthen the work in the state, we do the 
same for the work in other fields. All our state mission 
work is under the direction of a committee known as 
the State Mission Board, and having as its Cor. Sec’ty 
Dr.J.Benj. Lawrence, who has a greater responsibility 
than any other member of the Board, because of the 
importance of his office. Our State Convention, at its 
last meeting, directed that our state mission work be 
laid out this year on a basis of $42,000. This is exactly 
the amount of our apportionment suggested by the 
Southern Baptist Convention to foreign missions. 

So then if we follow the suggestion of these two ¢on- 
ventions— State and Southern Baptist—we will give as 
much to one as to the other this year. We believe this 
will and should be done. Some changes were made 
this year by the convention board as suggested by the 
convention, these changes of course looking to the effic 
ing of the work were suggested in a report on state 
. missions as published in the last State Mission minutes: 
The first: That the Board may be instructed to divide 
its work into departments such as church building, pas- 
toral support, pastors home fund, enlistment work, 8.S 
and B.Y.P.U. work. Next, that the books of our con- 
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vention board close Oct. 81st of each year. Then an- 
other: that we instruct our Board to institute a thor- 
ough and complete system of book-keeping, and that a 
fuller report of receipts and disbursement of the Board 
be made at the Convention. Then again that the board 
keep itself in constant touch and interest with the asso- 
ciational representatives of State missions; then finaly, 
that we instruct the convention board treasurer, and 
that the report of such auditor be presented as part of 
the treasurers report to the convention, These instruc 
tions are being carried out by the board with gratify- 
ing results. 

Under the head of pastoral support we are doing work 
in forty associations and assisting 195 churches. the ap- 
propiation for this part of the work is $25,000. Under 
the head of church. building, work is being carried on 
in twenty one associations, assisting 39 churches in 
building houses of worship. appropiation $7,500. 

Under the enlistment, we have in the field, 3 enlist- 
ment missionaries who go out intherural districts and 
waste places rallying and strengthening the cause, these 
men are W.R.Cooper, in the Delta, J.P.Herrington, in 
North Miss., and Zeno Wall, in South Miss., appropia- 
tion $6,000. Uuder S.S.and B.Y.P.U. work, 2 men in 
the field for alltheir time, viz: J.E.Byrd and W.E, Hol- 
comb, appropiation $3,500. 

This total of $42,000 with the $10,000 debt of last yr. 
makes in all for us to raise $52,000. Can We do it? Yes, 
we can, as loyal and patriotic Baptists of Miss., lets 
not fail, and we shall rejoice when we gather at the 
next convention, and especially so as we remember it is 
all the Master’s work. '

Baptist Orphanage. 


The Mississippi Baptist Orphanage, (our home for 
homeless children,) located at Jackson, was established 
seventeen years ago. The object of this home, is to 
provide food, clothing, shelter and training for the un- 
fortunate orphan children who have neither parents nor 
other relatives to care for them. 

Since its establishment, more than seven hundred 
children have been cared for, for longer or shorter time 
Many of them have grown up in the home and have 
gone out to take their places in society, many of them 
fulfilling useful places in the world. We have now in 
the home two-hundred forty children. 
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We believe Orphanage work to be clearly the work 
of Christ, and our home at Jackson certainly has the 
stamp of His approval; and, much kas Lecn by the u- 
nited efforts of our people. 

This year has been ahard one with our home. Ear- 
ly spring two children coming into the home,’ brought 
the measles, which spread throughout the home. There 
were about one hundred seventy-five cases in the home 
—one hundred thirty in bed at one time. But through 
the skillful doctoring and nursing, and blessing of our 
Heavenly Father, there was only one death. Owing to 
the burning of the school house last year, the Board, at 
an April meeting, orderd the erection,of a brick school 
house, that would accommodate 300 children, This 
building is now ready for use. Much of the work on 
the house was done bv the Superintendent and children 
to reduce cost, but with that, we had to borrow $4500, 
This money must be replaced. If all our churches will 
come to the help of the Orphanage, this indebtedness 
can be easily met. We would recommend that al! our 
Sunday Schools would adopt the plan of giving one col- 
lection per month to the Orphanage $5 00 per month 
willsupport an orphan. We would recommend that 
each church in the Association make an effort to secure 
a contribution from each member during the . month of 
November as a thank offering. This may be accomp- 
lished by the church through the Sunday School, B. Y.- 
P.U., W.M.U., and L.A.S.! We learn, with sorrow, 
that our Superintendent has had to borrow meney to 
»buy bread for our orphan children. This ought not to 
be, and we trust that our people will be more liberal in 
the support of the Orphanage, 

Let our churches, besides cash, send boxes of cloth- 
ing, good second hand clothing accepted, canned goods, 
groceries of all kinds, syrup, shoes, stockings (mostly 
large ones), and any other thing that can be used in 
providing for our children. 

MINISTERIAL EpucaTiON—It s not the purpose in 
submitting this to speak at length of the advantages 
or needs of a higher educational training for our preach 
ers, the advantages of such training we take it as to ob 
vious to require any argument in its favor. We would 
say however, however, that since the preacher fills the 
most responsible position known toman—that of stand- 
ing as God’s Ambassador to the world, téexpand the 
principles of christianity and toimpress its facts upon 
men and lead them to acceptits teachings,—above all 
men he needs to be highly trained. All that could be 
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said in favor of high educationa) training for the vare- 
ous secular callings, could be said with more emphasis 
for the-preacher, nothing short short of the highest 
possible development of all the mental powers God has 
given him should be the aim of every one called to preach 

It is of special interest to note that most.of our young 
preachers are responding to this call to duty, and are 
themselves, many of whose under the most embarrising 
difficulties. | God. in his boundless wisdom sees fit to 
call into the minister many men in very poor circum- 
stances, with limited or no educational attainments, 
some of these are getting up in years with families to 
care for. Not withstanding these trying difficulties, al- 
most all of these young preachers are doisg all they can 
to train themselves for the great work to which they 
are called. Many of these must have outside assist- 
ance in order to attend college at all. The Board of 
Ministerial Education of Mississippi College is render- 
ing some assistance to these needy ministerial students 
with the limited funds in its charge to take the college 
course, Last session 78 ministerial students attended 
Mississippi College, and of these, more than 40 were giv 
en some assistance by this board. The Board of Minis- 
terial Education is badly in need of more money. The 
receipts are inadiquate to meet present demands of 
the board. Ithas been necessary to deny some preach- 
ers entrance to the work of thecollege on account of a 
lack of money to help them. Shall it be said to the dis- 
credit of the Baptist people of Miss, that we permit a 
condition like this to obtain? In addition to the above 
this Board of Ministerial Education, for several years, 
has b2en carrying a debt of from $2509 to $500. To 
liquidate this debt and to render aid to ministerial stu- 
dents, the board must look to the Baptist people of Mis 
sissippi to the various Baptist Associations and church- 
es to contribute the money with which to do it. 

We would therefore recommend that this assooiation 
at its present meeting, and that each church within 
this association at some time during the next three or 
three months, take an offering for the ministerial stu- 
dents at Mississippi College. 

We would commend to the people of this association 
their most thoughtful consideration for, and assistance 
to the young preachers preparing for this great work. 
Aid them with your encouragement, your prayers, and 
your means. E.1. Watts, chairman.
